Since opening of Plaza Co-Op market 


_Cathedral-area seniors walk t

SAN DIEGO—Many ofthe elderly people 
who live near St. Joseph Cathedral are 
looking much healthier these days, 
according to a board member of the three- 
month-old Plaza Co-Op Inc., a market 
located in the building that houses 
Catholic Community Services. 


Since the store opened on Jan. 19, more 
than 800 persons have paid $2.50 each to 
join the cooperative and Cash in on its low 
prices, according to Bert Stoltz, a resident 
of Cathedral Plaza and member of the 
Sstore’s board of directors. 


THE LOW PRICES are almost a fringe 
benefit, however, as the main advantage 
of the market is that it is within walking 
distance of an estimated 1,700 senior 
citizens who live within a six-block area 
around the cathedral. 


“Before we opened, people around here 
had a hard time getting groceries,” Stoltz 
said. “The only way to get tothe stores was 
to.take a bus to Hillcrest or North Park.” 


She said many of the elderly people 
either weren't able to make the bus trip or 
couldn't get the things they wanted 
because the packages would be too heavy 
to carry back on the bus. 


“LE ONCE SAW a woman who had to craw!| 
onto the bus because she had two big bags 
of groceries,’ she-saids.“The drives 
couldn't get out of his seat to help her, so 
my friend and | helped her.” 


Stoltz said the presence of the store has 
made a big change in the diets of the 
people in the area. 

“Now they are buying all ofthe stuff they 
had been going without, like fresh fruit and 
vegetables,” she said. “I tell you people are 
iooking a lot better around here.” 


THE AVERAGE markup on items sold at 
the market is about 15 percent, according 
to Dave Stryder, one of the founders of the 
store. 
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“We make just enough to pay our bills 
and make payments on our loan,” Stryder 
Said. 


The bills are low, Stryder added, 
because the store only has to pay its 
overhead. The San Diego diocese provides 
rent-free space for the market. 


THE LOAN WAS for $45,000, and came 
interest-free from the Jan Gardner 
Memorial Fund, which is administered by 
the diocese. George and Sue Gardner, 
husband and daughter of Jan, also were 
among the founders of the market. 

The $45,000 was used to purchase 
refrigeration equipment, shelves and cash 
registers, and to remodel two rooms that 
once served as shower and exercise 
facilities for the old Cathedral High 
School. 

Stryder said the cooperative is a 
democratic organization. 


“EACH MEMBER has one vote,” he said. 
“They elected a nine-member board of 
directors that meets every other week. All 
meetings are open to the public.” 

The members are actively involved in 
running the store, according to Stryder. 


“All of the workers are volunteers,” he 


said. “Right now we have about.40 or 45, 


but we are constantly driving for more. 
When we get more workers we willbe open 
more hours.” 


TOWARD THIS GOAL. the cooperative 
instituted an incentive program, Stryder 
said. 

“If you work in the store you can get a 
discount on your own purchases,” Stryder 
said. “The thing is, I’ve found 90 percent of 
Our workers won't accept the discount.” 


Whether a member volunteers to work 
or not isn’t important, however, according 
to Stryder. 


“JUST BEING a member and shopping 
at the store is plenty of support,” he said. 


New members are coming in at the rate 


of seven per day, he added.

“Our game-plan is to get this co-op upto 
1,000 members,” Stryder said. “Then we'll 
open another and another and another, 
and then a warehouse. 


“THE REAL idea here is to get the 
marketplace of basic life-supporting 
items back into the hands of the 
consumer,” he said. “Our members havea 
lot to say because they own the place.” 


Therefore, they usually get what they 
want, according to Stryder. 
“A lot of them are on special diets,” he

Stryder added, “It does your heart good 
to see a democracy working. This is the 
8rass-roots level. If you can’t make it work 
down here it’s Jost.” 


In fact, Stryder said, the cooperative. is 
working so well that the store has already 
grown too large for its space. 


“We are running out of places to build 
new shelves,” he said.

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‘Trust, respect needed to 
relate to different cultures’

SAN DIEGO—An Hispanic sister last - 


week told priests of the San Diego diocese 
that to relate with people of a different 
culture they need to have trust and 
respect, which only comes from learning 
about that culture and becoming involved 
in it. 

By becoming inculturated, accepting 
another's culture without giving up their 
own, people can relate to the questions, 
remarks and actions of a person of 
another culture without being threatened, 
said Sister Angela Erevia. 


SHE SPOKE to about 25 priests, includ- 
ing Auxiliary Bishop Gilbert E. Chavez, ata 
Clergy Day on Hispanic Ministry last 
Friday at Immaculate Conception parish 
hall, Old Town, to help priests gain a better 
pastoral understanding of Hispanics. 


Sister Erevia, director of the Religion in 
Culture Institute at the Mexican-American 
Cultural Center in San Antonio, Texas, 
devoted the day to the memory of the late 
Archbishop Francis J. Furey of San 
Antonio, a former bishop of San Diego. 


In her presentation, she defined culture 
as “a way of ‘life, thinking, feeling, 
believing and how we live that out.” 

SHE ADDED that there are two levels of 
culture. 


The first, she-said, is the surface culture, 
which is easily recognized by. clothes, food 
and other outward signs. The second, she 
added, is “deep culture, the beliefs, 
values, attitudes @nd feelings that give us 
our identity as persons. 

“Life is a gift for us. We didn’t choose it or 
our parents, country, culture or language. 
All this is part of the life God has given us.”

CULTURE IS a person’s gift from God, 
she said. “We all share in the one ministry 
of Christ, according to the gifts we bring to 
the community.” 


Therefore, the sister said, “We need to 
understand the process of culture and 
tradition. We cannot bypass culture in 
evangelization.” 


Cultures have positive and negative 
aspects, she said, but to be able to change 
these negative aspects a person must 
understand and accept that culture. 


THE POSITIVE aspect in the Hispanic or 
any culture she described as the pres- 
ence of the kingdom of God in ‘people. 


The negative, she said, is sin in us as 
individuals and as groups. It keeps us 
apart through prejudices and fears, 
which she said results from ignorance of 
one group about another. 


But it is this negative “that provides 
occasion for change, the renewal of 
persons. Renewal has to do with the deep 
culture of people, Sister Erevia said. 


“WE HISPANICS are part of the Ameri- 
can church. But our culture is not part of 
our education. 


“It is a challenge, rebirth, renaissance 
to find out about our tradition and how we 
celebrate it. It is a challenge to church 
leaders to understand this tradition,” she 
said. 


“We Hispanics want to be a bridge 
between Mexico and America,” she said. 
“We ask you ministers to be a human 
bridge. We need to reconstruct ourselves 
as human bridges to help bridge the gap 


between the different cultures and 


groups.” - 
BUT, SHE WARNED, bridges go through 


strips, stained glass and a vivid crucifix, 
the 11,024-square-foot church seats 
709 people in three wings, one a daily 
mass chapel separated from the rest of 
the church by a glass wall. Masses for 
the parish created in 1963 were 
formerly celebrated in the parish 
hall.—SC photo

painful stages of construction. They are 
stepped on and sometimes broken down, 
she added. However, Sister Erevia sug- 
gested retreats and institutes for the 
priests where they can get away to 
rediscover their identity as a priestly 
minister. 


She also told the priests that as church 
leaders they are “healers of society,” and 
that “a lot of healing is needed in America 
today. 


“History has its painful moments. We 
should be reconcilers,” she added. 
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San Diego, Auxiliary Bishop Gilbert E. 
Chavez and Father Anthony May, 
associate at St. Michael parish, San 
Diego, at the Clergy Day on Hispanic 
Ministry. Sister Erevia conducted the 
program May 4, in Old Town.—SC

THE PRIEST IS also called upon to be a 
prophet, one who “denounces injustices 
that divide us and announces the good 
news of the kingdom of God,” the sister 
stated. 


Sister Erevia also spoke on the value 
system of Hispanics, explaining to the 


. priests the significance of the family, 


fiesta, faith and religion, time in regards to 
birth and death, communication and 
sense of homeland. 


Priest becomes president 
of San B’do clergy group

SAN BERNARDINO—A 
Redlands-born priest is the 
first Catholic. to become 
president of the 80-year-old 
San Bernardino Clergy 
Association. 


Father Desmond Ditch- 
field’s appointment is a 
milestone for the group, 
which over the years has 
been somewhat lacking in 
Catholic representation. 
The priest is an associate 
pastor at Our Lady of Gua- 
dalupe here. He formerly 
served as the association's 
vice president. 


INTERFAITH dialogue is 
not new to “Father Ditch,” 
as he is known to parish- 
ioners. He and Father Peter 
Luque, Our Lady of Guada- 
lupe pastor and diocesan 
episcopal vicar for Hispa- 


nics, have had active roles 
in the Clergy Association. 


Father Ditchfield grew up 
in Redland’s Prospect Park 
district. In his boyhood, he 
was an altar server at 
Sacred Heart parish. 


A graduate of San Ber- 
nardino’s Aquinas High 
School, he was ordained to 
the priesthood in 1971 in 
the San Diego diocese.

Seasoning the days of our lives 


Even professed Christians attempt 
to dilute and whittle down what he 
taught and was, to make “following 
him” rather more comfortable. Rela- 
tively few of the millions who belong to 
Christian churches live lives that are 
immediately recognizable as emula- 
tions of that of Jesus. 

IT IS NOT a simple thing to be 
Christian. Oh, it’s:simple enough to 
take the name and establish member- 
ship in a church; pay the dues and 
keep ssome—maybe even most—of 
the rules. It is living as true disciple- 
ship of Christ demands that is diffi- 
cult. ; 

On the whole Christians of any 
denomination are poor images-of the 
strong and gentle, accepting and 
forgiving, loving and self-renouncing 
Jesus of Nazareth. 

Not that we do not try to be worthy of 
him! It’s just that so few of us under- 
stand what discipleship entails or are 
able to integrate our religious orienta- 
tion and the secular-pursuits to 
which we are inexorably. drawn in our 
need to eat and provide and survive. 

A FOLLOWER of Christ, if he or sheis 
faithful, will always stand in contra- 
diction to much that makes for 


success in this world, and that takes a 
great deal of courage and persist- 
ence. We need all the help we can get. 


It calls for daily reflection on what is 
happening to us and what we are 
doing in our lives—what used to be 
called “constant vigilence’—in the 
light of what we know of Christ’s own 
life. 

The church, reflecting, no doubt, on 
her own role as the visible presence of 
Christ, reenacts the experiences of his 
life for us in the liturgical seasons 
year after year. 


ADVENT, Christmas, Lent and 
Easter, the four major seasons, speak 
very clearly of what life is about and, 
moving in rhythm with them, apply- 
ing their wisdom to ourselves, glean- 
ing what we can from them, we are 
bound to come eventually to greater 
understanding.and peace of mind. 


We need to take these great feasts 
more personally, | think. After all, if 
God became man and risked agony 
and shameful death to communicate 
certain truths, they must be vitally 
important to each of us in a very inti- 
mate way. The least we can do is take 
them deeply seriously and mold our 


lives around them. 


There is a season for everything— 
for waiting and preparation; for 
suffering and dying; for carrying our 
cross and for triumphing over it. And 
there is Ordinary time for ordinary 
things, for relating the message of 
the peak moments to the little con- 
cerns and joys of every day. 


IT 1S A TIME, too, for remembering 
that Jesus spent most of his time 
among ordinary people, in ordinary 
places, in ordinary occupations like 
talking, eating and sleeping. It’s just 
that he did extraordinary things with 
them! 

Making the liturgical seasons our 
own—and who else did we think they 
were meant for?—we can carry them 
with us and live our lives in their 
reflection. We can allow them -to 
season each day and bring us to a 
truly religious attitude. 

Religious observances are never 
irrelevant to life. On the contrary, they 
always serve to relate every facet of 
existence to its source, essence.and 
end and make sense of “senseless” 
things like death and self-relinquish- 
ment and unconditional love. 


Cautions against inter-communion 


The eucharist can be shared only after full 
Christian unity is achieved. 

Fidelity to Jesus Christ requires that we should 
pursue with vigor the cause of Christian unity. 


Of particular importance is the question of 
examining our own fidelity to Christ: We are 
constantly called to conversion or change of heart. 

We must continue to work humbly and re- 
solutely to remove the real divisions, to restore that 
full unity in faith which is the-condition for sharing 
in the eucharist. 

The eucharist manifests and realizes the 
communion of the church in all its dimensions. 
Sharing the eucharist, therefore, presupposes 
unity in faith. 

Intercommunion between divided Christians is 
not the answer to Christ’s appeal for perfect unity. 
God has set an hour for the realization of his salvific 
design for Christian unity. 


As we yearn for this hour, in common prayer and 
dialogue, and endeavor to offer an ever more 
purified heart to the Lord, we must also wait for the 
Lord’s action. It must be said and said again that 
the restoration of Christian unity is above all a gift of 
God's love. 


Meanwhile, on the basis of our common baptism 


and the patrimony of faith that we already share, we. 


must intensify our common witness to the gospel 
and our common service to humanity. 


The celebration of the eucharist is the basis and 
center of every Christian community. 


The bishops are asked to remind Catholics of the 
real privilege that is theirs to assemble for Sunday 
mass, to be united with Christ in his worship of the 
Father. 


Sunday mass is indeed of primary value in the life 
of the faithful, not in the sense that their other 


activities lack importance and meaning in 
Christian living, but rather in the sense that Sunday 
mass sustains, ennobles and sanctifies all that they 
do throughout the week. 


The unity of the church is shown in communion 
of love. In the words of St. Augustine: “Loving God 
comes first as a commandment, but loving our 
neighbor comes first as an activity.” 


On the basis of this understanding, our ministry 
takes on new vigor as we reach out to all people to 
bring them Christ's love, to put into practice his 
commandment of love. 


In the communion of love we find the sustaining 
force for serving humanity. From the gospel 
message we learn to honor man and promote the’ 
inescapable exigencies of human dignity, and to 
help humanity pursue the task of building the 
civilization of love.—At an audience with 15 
bishops of the Antilles.

They 
still vote for all of us, not just for 
themselves, as concerned citizens. 


| could cite statistics here on the num- 
bers of older people whose fixed incomes 
can't match the. high inflation of San 
Diego, or on the older people to whom 
welfare is odious because they value 
taking care of themselves, on the number 
of the elderly who've had to move because 
their rents have been raised $400 an- 
nualy or even higher. 


However crochety your letter may be, it 
can serve a useful purpose if it jogs us into 
doing some realistic thinking and plan- 
ning for our diocese and our community 
both now and for the future. Population 
projections in San Diego indicate that by 
1995 the older population will have 
increased anywhere from 41 percent in 
the city to as high as 200 percent in the 
north county.

What will life after death be like? That is 
a subject increasingly discussed these 
days, especially in light of investigations 
into near-death experiences by people 
such as Elisabeth Kubler-Ross and 
Raymond Moody. 


According to Kubler-Ross, clergy have 
been particularly critical of such research. 
One priest, she notes, referred to such 
investigations as “selling cheap grace.” 
Others feel that the question of life after 
death should remain an issue of “blind 
faith.” 


REGARDLESS of the controversy, it is 
clear that near-death experiences are not 
common among the living. Hope in ever- 
lasting life, however, is at the heart of 
Christian belief. “If Christ be not risen: 
from the dead,” St. Paul said, “our faith is 
in vain.” 

Between the two extremes of blind faith 
and scientific proof, however, is simply 


. curiosity and creative reflection about 


what life after death might be like. What is 
it precisely we hope for when we long to 
live eternally? Seven Christian thinkers 


and writers from a variety of backgrounds — 


agreed to share their reflections on the 
subject. : 
All seven people questioned believe in 
“heaven, but not all are certain ‘about the 
existence of hell. Most agree eternal life 
will involve not just being but also doing. 
Martin Marty, a professor and theologian 
at the University of Chicago Divinity 
School, even finds it “unbearable to en- 
dure a long rainy Sunday afternoon with 
nothing to do.”

Today, replied, “We will work forever and 
enjoy it.”

“There is 
nothing that comes close to the idea of 
heaven and hell” for him although he be- 
lieves hell does exist. ; 

Marty believes that “heaven and hell are 
too specifically locational terms for me to 
imagine them as anything more than 


- adapted, symbolic expressions of the fact 


that ‘love is stronger than death’ and 
‘nothing shall separate us from the love of 
God.’ Hell | leave to God, who has the 
problem of squaring his sure justice with 
his encompassing love.

what l’ve seen on earth, not to be in 
situations that make for creative response 
would be hell, to be in such situations 
would be toward heaven.” : 


MORTON KELSEY, author and professor 
of theology at the University of Notre 
Dame, believes in both heaven and hell 
and describes heaven as “growing.”

Msgr. Charles M. Murphy, dean of the -

We call it love

St. Paul asks us to pray always. That may seem impossible, 
yet we know from many lives that prayer can become a way of 
life, something that stays with us no matter what we are doirig 
or thinking. How can we learn to pray that way? 


We only learn to pray by praying. We should not restrict 
ourselves to reading books about prayer as lovers should not 
be satisfied with reading books about love. We may get so 
wrapped up in words about prayer that we forget to pray. 
Without the experience of prayer the words do not mean much 
for our lives. 


NOT EVERYTHING about prayer can be put into words. 


Even the words of the scriptures about prayer will only mean - 


something when we try to live and experience them. 


There are many ways we can learn to pray. Each way is 
limited. But we may learn from all of them as long as we try 
them out. Some say learning to pray is learning to talk to God. 
That is true but it does not go far enough. It may give us the 
impression that God is a distant person. We have to learn also 
that he is near us, truly within us. 


Others teach prayer as conversation. That is nearer the 
truth. God responds to us. The difficulty is we cannot hear him 
as we can hear a friend’s voice. It takes time to learn how to 
hear his silent voice in the intimacy of our heart. 


TO LEARN TO PRAY some say we must learn‘to think 
about Christ, the saints, the mysteries of our faith. That makes 
sense too. We think about ourselves and others and what 
happens around us. We should think too about God and his 
words. That kind of prayer is called meditation. It is not difficult 
to learn. It comes naturally, for we all meditate, though not 
always on our faith. 


Meditation becomes prayerful when it is on the knowledge 
and love of God. Learning this kind of prayer helps us gain 
interest in God and his word. The disadvantage may be that we 
see God as outside ourselves and we get caught in speculations 
and games of the mind rather than learning to love and admire 
the Lord. 


Some may say the way I learned to pray was by reflectionon 
my life. Involved as we are in our daily lives, we feel 
spontaneously the need to muse about what happens to us 
during the day. 


WE CAN LEARN to do this prayerfully by letting God in on 
such reflections. We sit quietly and, while the day’s events flow 
through our mind, we keep our heart turned to him. 


Others tell us to develop a personal relationship with God. 
They compare that way of learning with the growth of ahuman 
relationship. It keeps growing through talking and being with 
another. It begins with talk, conversation, then understanding 
each other more and more. 


Finally, there emerges something we cannot describe; we 
call it love. If love grows deeper, we need fewer words; we can 
be silent together and enjoy being close. 


LEARNING TO PRAY this way can be helped by 
imagining ourselves in close relationship to Jesus as we know 
him from the gospels. This way of prayer is excellent as longas 
it satisfies us. In the long run it can have drawbacks too. 


God may call us gradually to a less tangible, more spiritual 
prayer. We may be inclined to cling to this more imaginative 
way of praying which proved so helpful in the beginning. 

Another deeper way of learning to pray is to try to live in 
God’s presence. This is the beginning of always praying as St. 
Paul recommends. We try in a relaxed way to become aware of 
his presence all the time we are awake. We need the grace of 
quiet concentration and perseverance to develop this habit. 


GRADUALLY awareness of his presence becomes an 
underlying theme of our life, an undereurrent that never leaves 
us totally. This silent orientation is more spiritual and less 
bound to images than the former kinds of prayer. “Be still and 
know that I am God,” says the psalmist. 


Learning to know God in prayer is not the everyday knowing 
of our mind. It is making room in myself for an experience of his 
loving presence deep within me and all around me. 


Learning to pray is as basic to our spiritual life as learning to 
breathe is necessary for the life of a newborn infant. Learning to 
pray will not always be easy. There are periods of aridity in 
which praying seems empty and dull. But there are also periods 
of peace and love indesctibable in their beauty. 

TO LEARN TO PRAY, try in jnner:quiet to:grow in the 
living faith that God is alive and at work deep within you. You 
must be ready to give some time and-effort to pray daily. Bear 
with boredom until God in his own good time breaks through to 
you. 

Remaining in God’s presence is the condition of always 
praying. There must be a way of keeping in touch with him that 


making room in myself for an experience of his loving 
presence deep within me and all around me.” 


In the gospel accounts of the transfiguration, the three 
aposiles, Peter, James and John witness Jesus talking 
to Moses and Elijah. And they hear the voice of God 
proclaiming, “This is my Son, my beloved.” Jesus 
commanded them not to mention this experience until 
“the Son of Man had risen from the dead.” They did not 
understand. But they obeyed Jesus. 


Father John J. Castelot, in his article, quotes Paul J. 
Achtemeier’s observance that what is at issue “is how.

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is open to each of us. How do we keep in touch with our family, 
our best friends, our beloved? We do it in many ways: visits, 
postcards, letters, telephone calls, conversations, a prayer, a 
memory. It is necessary that we do it often enough to keep the 
relationship alive. 


Remaining in God’s presence happens somewhat in the 
same way. Jesus gave the example. The core of his life was 
keeping in touch with the Father. Time and again he createda 
moment of stillness in his life to be alone with God. These 
moments flowed over into the rest of his life. He was always 
abiding with his Father. 


THIS PRESENCE was nourished by the words of the 
Hebrew scriptures he had meditated upon since his youth. To 
follow the way of Jesus is to create moments of stillness in our 
lives; to pay attention to God’s words as they come to us in our 
reading of the scriptures or in the words of the holy mass. 


In his own good time he may grant us moments of the 
experience of his presence. They may be fleeting but precious. 
In the end we may receive the grace St. Paul speaks about: the 
grace to pray always. 


and when it is possible to understand Jesus, and the 
answer is, not during his earthly ministry: not until the 
climax.” 


“Today, the transfiguration account,” Father John J 
Castelot points out, “is a cry of faith inviting a response 
of faith on the part of all ‘people in the (risen) life of 
Jesus,” : 

As the voice urged Peter, James and John at the 
scene of the transfiguration, “Listen to him!” we, too, 
must listen. And listening comes through perfecting 
Prayer so that we may know how to hear him. 


‘This is my Son’ 


By Father John J. Castelot 


The story of the transfiguration (Mark 9:2-9; Matthew 17:1-9; 
Luke 9:28-36) is a masterful piece of theological writing, not in 
abstract, technological terms, but through the medium of a 
word-picture. It is, in essence, a profession of the early church’s 
faith in Jesus Christ’s identity and his central role in salvation 
history, a role at once time-conditioned and timeless. 


The sweep of history is represented by the figures of Moses 
and Elijah on the one hand and of Peter, James, and John on 
the other. The historical advent of Jesus marked the climax 
and focal point of that history, the event giving meaning to both 
the old and the new. 


But he is portrayed also in the timelessness of his risen glory, 
as the Christian church now knew him, and the divine 
proclamation goes out to all ages: “This is my Son, my beloved. 
Listen to him” (Mark 9:7). 


THE PLACING OF this magnificent tableau in the present 
context gives it an immediate relevance in the structure of the 
gospel. 


It is linked chronologically (“Six days later”; “About eight 
days after saying this” in Luke) with the preceding scene at 
Caesarea Philippi, furnishing an intensive commentary on 
Jesus’ recognition as Messiah by Peter and his own ensuing 
prediction of his fate. As for the latter, Luke tells us he was 
talking to Moses and Elijah “of his passage (exodus) which he 
was about to fulfill in Jerusalem” (9:31). 


And the misunderstood Messiah is now presented in the light 
of resurrection faith as the glorious, risen Lord. That this was 
an insight that could have come only from that faith is 
suggested by Mark’s conclusion: “He strictly enjoined them not 
to tell anyone what they had seen, before the Son of Man had 
risen from the dead. They kept this word of his to themselves, 
though they continued to discuss what ‘to rise from the dead’ 
meant” (Mark 9:9-10; see Luke 9:36b). 


THIS PICTURE is like an intricate mosaic into whose 
composition various symbolic pieces and subtle allusions have 
entered. The setting itself—the “high mountain”—suggests 
a majestic revelation of extraordinary significance. 


This is the first of a series of elements expressing the Moses 
motif and the Sinai revelation: the enveloping cloud, the 
overwhelming majesty, the presence of Moses, the tent. 


Other features are reminiscent of apocalyptic passages 
dealing with the Son of Man in the Bible, especially in Daniel, 
and in apocryphal writings like Henoch and 2 Esdras: the 
vision, the presence of Elijah, the fear, the dazzling vesture, the 
conversation, the command to secrecy. Many of these features 
have already been utilized in the representation of Jesus’ 
baptism experience. 3 


PETER’S NAIVE suggestion that they build tents conjures 
up the image of the joyous celebration of the Feast of 
Tabernacles or Booths, which had become a commemoration 
of the Sinai event and also an anticipation of the blissful end- 
time. 


And just as a cloud had been a frequent Old Testament 
symbol of God’s special presence on various occasions, so it is 
here. It overshadows all of them, indicating that the whole 
process of salvation history, including its climax in the 
resurrection of Jesus, is under divine direction. 


Again, as in the interpretation of Jesus’ baptism, the voice 
from the cloud proclaims the identity and dignity of the risen 
Lord: “This is my Son, my beloved.” 


THESE WORDS ARE borrowed from the first Servant 
Song in Isaiah 42:1 and underscore directly Jesus’ role as the 
Servant of the Lord, the suffering Son of Man. But in the mind 
of the early church, they. are even more a proclamation of his 
divine sonship and lordship. 


What does all this have to do with our general theme of 
“People in the Life of Jesus”? A great deal, when one considers 
that the gospels are not simply historical records of that life. 
They are addressed to people involved even more intimately in 
the life of the risen Lord. ? 


That is why, as one writer puts it, Peter’s reaction of 
confusion, fear and iricomprehension “tells us more about 
Mark’s understanding of discipleship than it does about Peter. 


AT ISSUE IS not the constancy of Peter’s character nor the 
level of his religious intelligence. What is at issue is how and 
when it is possible to understand Jesus, and the answer is, not 
during his earthly ministry: not until the climax (Paul J. 
Achtemeier, Interpretation, Oct. 1978, p. 347). 


The transfiguration account is a cry of faith inviting a

Cornelia Connelly 


SOUTHERN CROSS, May 10, 1979—7 


She was a woman of quiet principle

Had someone written a novel using Cornelia Connelly’s life 
as the plot, critics would dismiss it as too melodramatic. 
Devout church people would consider it an offensive caricature 
of a nun’s life. The’ details of her life come under the “truth is 
stranger than fiction” category of awoman who may one day be 
a canonized saint. 


Born of a prominent Philadelphia family in 1809, Cornelia 
Augusta Peacock was the youngest of six in a household of 
ambitious, caring parents. At 22, she married Pierce Connelly, 
the Episcopalian rector of Trinity church, Natchez, Miss. 


FOUR YEARS later, both entered the Catholic church. In 
the first year of their conversion they visited Rome and other 
parts of Europe, after which they returned to the United States 
to-settle down into what promised to be an uneventful married 
life. Pierce taught English at a Jesuit college and Cornelia 
taught music at a Sacred Heart convent. They had four 
children. 


Tragedy struck when John Henry, their youngest son, died 
as a result of falling into a tank of boiling sugar cane. Soon 
afterwards Pierce told his wife that he wanted to bea priest. He 
could hardly have brought this up at a more inopportune time, 
since Cornelia was pregnant with their fifth child. 


Moreover, he was imposing an unusual burden upon her. 


Not only would she have to give her consent, but she would 
have to take a public vow of chastity and plan on becoming a 
nun. Despite the obvious psychological and spiritual trauma 
confronting Cornelia, she fought her way through to 
acceptance of her husband’s request. 


THE FAMILY went to Rome to seek the approval of 
Gregory XVI. Pierce became a priest. Cornelia took the vow of 
chastity and went to live, along with her children, at the Sacred 
Heart convent in Rome. 


Much consultation and discussion centered on Cornelia’s 
future. Should she enter an existing order of nuns? If so, which 
one? Or should she found her own order? 


Encouraged by her Jesuit friend, John Grassi, she decided to 
found her own order. It would be a congregation of teaching 
sisters. Cardinal Wiseman invited her to England where she 
established the Society of the Holy Child Jesus. 


AT FIRST SHE and her companions lived in a house in 
Derby from which they went out to teach night school for 
Catholic girls who worked in factories during the day. Within 
the year they moved to a house in St. Leonard’s, Sussex. Here 
Cornelia started two schools, one for the poor and one for the 
middle class. 


Then Pierce came on the scene again. He had renounced his 
priesthood and Catholic faith. He insisted in resuming family 


life. He made sure the world knew about his determination to 
make a Catholic nun, foundress of a religious order, resume 
her marital commitment. He embarrassed her by his 
appearances at St. Leonard’s and amplified the shame by 
making headlines in the newspapers of the day. 


But Cornelia was not swayed. She would not break the new 
promises she had made with the responsibilities to her sisters 
and to the schools and students committed to her care. 


PIERCE MADE matters worse by taking their children out 
of Catholic schools. He forbade them to see their mother again. 
She lost practically all contact with them. They all became 
lapsed Catholics, except Adeline, who returned to the church 
after her mother’s death. 


Cornelia absorbed this pain quietly as a principled woman of 
faith. She encouraged the growth of her community in England, 
France and the United States. In 1959 the process of her 
‘beatification was opened in England. That year her 
congregation numbered 900 sisters teaching at all educational 
and social levels. 

The motto of this woman who accomplished so much was 
“Fidelity in Small Things.” She faced the traumas of her life with 
this thought: “If the good God asks the sacrifice, I am ready to 
make it for him with all my heart.” 

April 18 marked the 100th anniversary of Cornelia 
Connelly’s death.

Try a penny in a jar to train the mind

Negative thinking can be destructive. In fact, pessimism, a 
type of negative thinking which expects the worst, encourages 
the worst: There are various forms of mind control which 
proport to correct negative thinking and like any scientifically 
valid form of self-help can be constructive. 


For example, I heard of one such help, attributed to Carl : 


Rogers: Take two jars and place 100 pennies in one of the jars 
and each time you catch yourself entertaining a pessimistic 
attitude transfer a penny from one jar to the next: 


THE IDEA IS to train the mind first to recognize a negative 
habit and then encourage a good habit. In the Christian 
tradition a good habit is known as virtue. Virtue, in turn, is 
understood as power. 


In the scriptures we read, “Correction and discipline are the 
way to life” (Proverbs 6:23). It is only by the discipline of 
correction: or training that we can go from a negative to a 
positive, from death to life. 


Jesus learned to obey and submitted so humbly that his 
prayers were heard (Hebrews 5:7). And for those who. obey 
Jesus he becomes “the source of eternal salvation” (Hebrews 


5:9). Moreover, as children of our heavenly Father we are 
trained, “so that we can share his own holiness” (Hebrews 
12:10). ¢ 

THE TROUBLE WITH discipline, however, is that in andof 
itself, it tends to encourage a preoccupation with self, and 
when we fail we become discouraged. Thus, all forms of mind 
control and any religion which emphasizes self-improvement 
and discipline over the grace of God are counter-productive. 


Notice in the above (Hebrews 5 and 12) how God the Father 
is the initiator and the perfector of all training and discipline. In 
the epistle to the Hebrews, God is the one who trains. 

Also in the epistle to the Romans we read: “Suffering brings 
patience, as we know, and patience brings perseverance, and 
perseverance brings hope, and this hope is not deceptive, 
because the love of God has been poured into our hearts by the 
Holy Spirit which has been given us” (Romans 5:4,5). 


‘NOTICE THAT the success of the training that suffering 
brings is attributed to the gift of the Holy Spirit. The Holy Spirit 
is Said to be “poured into our hearts.” Notice, also, that the 
result of our Spirit-filled and Spirit-guided discipline is hope and 
not discouragement. ; 

Self-centered discipline is doomed to failure! How often have 
we tried to stop sinning or to fast, or read the scriptures, or 


make the Stations of the Cross, or control our negative 
thinking and failed? And now we are discouraged! In fact, we 
may be so discouraged that we have totally given up on all 
religion because we-cannot stand the constant guilt of failure. 


We began by speaking of the destructive influence of 
negative thinking, then suggested that we needed to discipline 
ourselves to stop negative thinking. Then, however, we made 
the point that if the discipline were not God-centered we would 
inevitably fail and negative thinking would tend toward 
discouragement, and discouragement to despair. 


THE BIBLE TELLS us, however, that training brings 
patience, and patience brings perseverance, and perseverance 
brings hope. This hope, in turn, is not in vain “because the love of 
God has: been poured into our hearts by the Holy Spirit” 
(Romans.5:5). 3 ; 


In the past how much of our discipline has been motivated by 
the love of God and directed to the love of God? Andon the 
other hand, how much of our discipline has been a self- 
centered effort to prove ourselves and improve-ourselves? 

Prayer must always proceed and accompany our efforts of 
self-discipline. Without that prayer which. expresses our 
dependence on God, we are headed for increased dis- 
couragement and negativity.

Waddill murder trial 


Infant was not strangled, 
medical examiners testify 


SANTA ANA (NC)—The 
chief medical examiners of 
two major Eastern cities 
testified in the Dr. William 
Waddill murder retrial that 
the baby girl was not 
strangled. 


Dr. Waddill, a 43-year-old 
Huntington Harbour obste- 
trician, is accused of 
murdering the two-pound, 
15-ounce infant known as 
Baby Girl Weaver in the 
aftermath of a saline 
abortion performed two 
years ago. His first trial 
ended ina hung jury last 
year. 


Dr. Michael Baden of 
New York and Dr. Joshua 
Perper«of Pittsburgh told 


_ the Orange County Superior 


Court jury in separate 
testimonies that Baby Girl 
Weaver died from the 


effects of saline abortion 


and prematurity and not 
strangulation. am: 


AMONG Dr. Baden’s . 


credentials presented to 
the jury was the fact he 


chaired a committee ap- ° 


pointed by Congress to 
investigate the assassina- 
tion of President John F. 
Kennedy and civil rights 
leader Dr. Martin Luther 
King. : 

Dr. Baden said he did not 
agree with the Orange 
County coroner's patholo- 
gist, Dr. Robert. Richards, 
who had testified bruises 


_ on the baby’s neck indicat- 


ed that the infant was 
choked to death. 


In earlier testimony, -a 


pediatrics pathologist, Dr. 
William A. Blanc of Colum- 
bia University, testified that 
such bruises are common- 
place in both premature 
infants and aborted fetuses. 


DR. BLANC, who said he 
has examined several hun- 
dred babies delivered after 
saline abortions, stated he 
could not rule out the pos- 
sibility that the two-pound, 
15-ounce infant died of 
strangulation. 


But, Dr. Blanc added, he 


. would expect to see muscle 


damage in the neck of a 
strangled baby, along with 
the ripping of fibers—evi- 
dence he did not find in- his 
examination: 


He contended bruising 
occurs in aborted fetuses 


and premature babies 
“probably because they are ~ 


extremely bruisable. Some- 
times it occurs on its own 
during labor,” Dr. Blanc 
added. : 


PROSECUTOR Robert 
Chatterton has alleged that 
Dr. Waddill strangled the 
infant, fearing he would 
face a malpractice suit if 
the baby survived the saline 
abortion attempt with brain 
damage. . 


The defense ‘ attorney, 
Charles Weedman, how- 
ever, has insisted the baby 
was dead or irreversibly on 
the verge of death by the 
time Dr. Waddill examined 
her in the Westminster 
Community Hospital nurs- 
ery.

“But the first purpose of 
the afternoon is to have a 
good time. We want to make 
mothers smile on their 
special day. 


“We hope to see the idea 
of family festivals spread 
across the country,” Dr. 
Coulson added. “We feel 
that families need some- 
thing like this to pull them 
together.” 


Dr. Coulson’s family 
organized itself into a jazz 
band several years ago, 
after attending a jazz 
festival. 


“WE HAD to call the kids 
home, turn off the TV, and 
cancel some outside social 
obligations to find enough 
rehearsal time,” Dr. Coul- 
son said. “But when we did, 
we began to realize how 
powerful the family is.” 


The band eventually went 
on tour. Last summer they 
were invited to play at the 
Kennedy Center for the 
Performing Arts in Wa- 
shington, D.C. While in the 
capital, they received an 
invitation to perform at 
the White House.

CHINO—Deacon’ Ralph 
Partida and his wife Virginia 
view their involvement with 
Natural Family Planning 
(NFP) instruction as a 
ministry to others, espe- 
cially since Ralph's ordina- 
tion to the permanent dia- 
conate in 1976. 


And recently Bishop 
Phillip F. Straling of San 
Bernardino appointed Dea- 
con Partida director of the 
NFP program in his dio- 
cese. 

THE NEW director has 
announced that NFP cour- 
ses in English and Spanish 
have been scheduled 
throughout San Bernardino 
and Riverside counties, and 
that they are open to every- 


one.

The fertility awareness 
method being taught in 
these courses was develop- 
ed by Dr. John Billings in 
Australia in the early 1950s 
and has been proven to be 
85 to 98 percent effective, 
Deacon Partida said. 


“The method is being 
taught in at least 50 coun- 
tries now, and the only so- 
called ‘failures’ among 
those using it are the result 
of couples’ lack of accurate 
knowledge about the meth- 
od or their failure to follow 
the rules,” the director said. 


EVERY PRIEST in the 
diocese has received a 
copy of the Natural Family 
Planning reader in order to 
be kept informed. 


Deacon Partida said that 
lack of education and other 
handicaps are no deterrent 
to effective use of the 
Billings Ovulation Method. 
It has been taught to the 
blind and the illiterate. 


“Campesinos (field work- 
ers) are taught in terms of 
Mother Earth,” said Deacon 
Partida. “They know that if 
the earth is dry, nothing can 
be produced, but if there is 
moisture, seeds wil take 


root. It’s as simple as that.” 


DEACON AND Mrs. Par- 
tida include scripture in 
their presentations to Show 
that even though Dr. Bill- 
ings’ method was not intro- 
duced in the United States 
until the early 1970s, the 
natural method of family 
planning can be traced to 
the Book of Genesis. 


The director explained 


that the NFP method can be ° 


used for either achieving or 
avoiding pregnancy without 
the side effects of artificial 
methods, and it can be 
used regardless of the 
regularity of a woman’s 
cycle. 


“We have found that 
because both marriage 
partners are involved in this 
method, mature husbands 
and wives have come into 
much closer relationships. 
The husband begins to 
‘know’ his wife in the true 
biblical sense,’ Deacon 
Partida said.
